RUSHES IN FROM PAOLI

Speed of 556 Miles an Houp At-
tained When P. R. R, Starts
New Service on Mine Line

The firat electric traln over the Main
Line of the Pennaylvania Rallroad was
opertted today, leaving Paoli at 566
o'clock and running to Brond Sireet Sta-
tion. When new winter schedules are
prepared, In about m month, the time
to Paoli will be cut four or five minutes
